The lecture on “ Handsome People,” 
given by Col. Copeland at the opera 
house Friday evening, the fourth en­ 
tertainm ent in the V. M. C. A. course, 
was pronounced by many of those who 
heard it a« the beat discourse delivered 
from a Dixon platform for many a day . 
It was high in its moral tone, pure in 
aentiment, graphic in its presentation, 
enlivened with juat enough of humor 
to relieve th c le c turo of all monotony 
and add to its beauty of expression. 
We can give but the barest outline of 
the speaker’» line o f thought. 
His 
crisp and pointed expressions and apt 
illustrations owe much to the language 
in which they where couched. 
After a few pleasantries by way 
of 
introduction, by which he put himself 
in rapport with his audience,the speak­ 
er laid down the proposition th a t love 
of beauty is a n‘im plantation in th e hu­ 
man soul, and brought many illustra- 
tion 4 to show 
the 
universality 
of 
asthetic taste. 
But the lower the form 
of civilization the more crude is the 
a rt taste. 
W hen 
eating, drinking, 
wrestling and fighting were th e chief 
occupations of mankind the standards 
of beauty were very crude; but later, 
when mind began to dominate muscle, 
th e asthetic taste 
developed. 
The 
ancient G reeks were a scholarly peo­ 
ple and they have left to us their ideals 
of b e au t y in the Apollo Belvidere, the 
Venus de Milo, etc. 
T he differentiation of the human 
ra« *e was then touched upon by the 
speaker -our differences of phy sical ap­ 
pearance and our differing ideas of 
beauty . 
All love beauty , but we have 
different ideas of what it is. 
And this 
is well, for were it otherwise, all would 
pursue and covet possession of tint same 
ideal. 
The difference in taste was il­ 
lustrated by the speaker, who staled 
th a t he once traveled many miles to 
see a belle who was th e accepted Ideal 
of perfect phy sical beauty by an entire 
nation 
Ho found 
her, a woman of 
over 300 pounds weight, so fa* th a t she 
could not stand or sit, but wallowed in 
adipose. 
Her h air in pointed cork­ 
screws stood out in every direction. 
Her no« « « whs pi ere» -* d for the reception 
of pieces of bone; her complexion in­ 
tensified 
with ochre and other pig­ 
ments. 
< >n to*r feet, were bound llat 
p'eces of board or bark 
while around 
her waist was so tightly Jra.vn as to bo 
almost invisible, a string. 
And this 
wm. the Aby ssinian nation's idea of su­ 
premo beauty 
A pointed parallel was 
hero drawn by way of parenthesis be­ 
tween tlie Aby ssinian ttml the A m eri­ 
can belle. 
T he la tte r’» bungs, her 
pierced ears, her artificial oomph xion, 
he high-heeled shoes, tight corsets, 
were all efforts in the same direction 
a> those of her dusky nisier: the ditlt-r- 
i‘m'6 w» s simply a m atter of tsste 
How to bo truly handsome is a uni 
ver« al aim. 
T he love of beauty is a 
selfish attribute. 
W e s ll love beauty 
in possession. 
The attractive new­ 
er of beauty 
was 
variously 
illus- 
liaiHd. 
Samson 
with 
his 
head 
in 
the lap "f Duiiian, neglected the 
i.t» « *- of h's natiou and forsook his 
God, Mark A nU i.\ and Julius Cfi'-ar, 
o« 1 i <tui general un« i world’» conquer*

T he speaker hem s a i / t h a t in analy ­ 
sing the elements of beauty

of beauty . 
T here is no beauty in 
f tra it ht lilies. 
Nat ure recogni/.ed this 
law, ami in ail the realm of creation 
there are no straigh t lines: all are 
cu: ves, circles, sinuosities. 
Various 
illustrations of this law were given. 
Colot* 
1» a secondary 
elem ent of 
beauty . 
The marvelous power of the 
supreme artist as a painter was elo­ 
quently dwelt upon at some length. 
Motion w as the third elem ent of beauty 
—if the motion be graceful. 
Fhiaias 
s iy s: 
“ T he highest ty pe of beauty is 
th a t which I can neither carve nor 
paint.’ 
It is life. 
T he highest ty pe of life 011 e a rth is 
the regnant life of man. 
The speaker 
here gave it to be understood th a t he 
aid not believe Adam and Eve to have 
b en anthropoids: but in glowing words 
paid eloquent tribute to what he con­ 
ceived to be the supreme idea of manly 
and womanly phy sical perfection. The 
handsomest thing-in the universe is 
a 
handsome man; the most 
beautiful 
thing is a beautiful woman. 


But if this w« *ro all, said th e speak­ 
er, half the audience would go aw ay 
swelled up with vanity , the rest in des­ 
pair. 
But th ere are other laws of 
beauty to which all may conform. 
T here are some who subscribe to all 
th e laws of form and color and motion: 
but when we get nea rer to them, so 
th a t our lives touch theirs, they do not 
seem so handsome. 
You put thorn out 
of y our thought as an object to be 
loved, and th eir beauty has vanished; 
for we all love beauty . 
T he opposite 
of this is true. 
You have seen very 
plain people, not at all attra ctive at 
first sight. 
You get up against th eir 
life and y ou love them and we do not 
love th a t which is not to us beautiful. 
So the teacing of the a rt 
schools and 
the teaching of our experience and ob­ 
servation seems to be at variance. 
They are 
not really 
so, however. 
T h ere are two kinds of beauty . T he 
beauty of the a rt school—the beauty of 
form and color and motion, a ttra cts our 
adm iration; but what we love is ano th ­ 
er kind of beauty . 
T he power to love 
is in the soul and the beauty which we 
love n ust be on the plane of th e soul. 
T h ere is a beauty , not dependent on 
f irra or feature th a t can, enslave and 
enshrine the soul in love. 
Illustrations 
of this beauty of soul and ch a ra c te r 
wore drawn from the spea k er’s exper- 
i >nce and observation. 
Im purity Is the destruction ot affec­ 
tion, so im purity is the destruction of 
the beauty we love. 
An unclean sug­ 
gestion, an impure thought, will de­ 
stroy the beauty of a soul and render 
it unlovable. 
If y ou want to be beauti­ 
ful y ou must be clean of soul. 
These 
patent truths were m ade impressive by 
a wealth of illustration drawn from 
private life, from police courts and 
from army hospitals. 
The meanest, ugliest thing in the 
world is selfishness. 
If y ou want to be 
handsome, so as to bo loved, y ou m ust 
first be pure and clean; n« xt y ou muHt 
be unselfish. 
T he climax of beauty (w hether in na ­ 
ture or in life) is sublimity . 
Sublim ity 
is but beauty allied to vastness. 
Illus­ 
trations of tiiis were draw n from na­ 
ture. 
As in nature so in life, 
“ each 
may m ake his life sublim e.” 
Th« > 
Huguenot dwarf who allowed himself 
to be tortured to death ra th e r than re- 
veal the hiding-place ot his com pan­ 
ions, rt^-ts under a monument which 
tolls th e traveler th a t ‘In his life he 
was beautiful—in his death he wassub- 
llrne.” T he w eather-beaten ta r who, 
amid th e flames of th e burning steam er 
held his post and perished at 
th e 
wheel, but drove the boat ashore and 
saved the passengers and crew, reached 
th e climax of sublimity . 
In unselfish 
purity dwells sublimity of ch a rac te r 
“ Handsome is he who handsome does.”

D w ar f in g F r o m IIh *1» 
r it wilt. 
In Limousin there is a barren range 
nt low hills which lies along the divid­ 
ing line between the departments of 
Dordogne, Correzo and Haute-Vienne, 
about half way between Periguenx and 
Limoges. 
The water courses show the 
location of these uplands. 
They extend 
over an area about 75 miles long and 
half as wide, wherein average human 
misery is most profound. 
Dense igno­ 
rance prevails. There is more illiteracy 
than in any other part of France. 
The 
contrast in stature, even w ith the low 
average of all the surrounding region, 
is clearly marked by the dark tint 
There are sporadic bits of equal dim inu­ 
tiveness elsewhere to the south and 
west, but none is so extended or so ex­ 
treme. 
Tw o-thirds of the men are be­ 
low 5 feet 3 inches in height in some of 
the communes, and the women are three 
or more inches shorter even than this. 
One man in ten is below 4 feet 11 inches 
in stature. 
This is not due to race, for several 
racial ty pes are equally stunted in this 
way w ithin the same area. 
It is pri­ 
marily due to generations of subjection 
to a harsh climate, to a soil which is 
worthless for agriculture, to a steady 
diet of boiled chestnuts and stagnant 
water and to insanitary dwellings in 
the deep, narrow and damp valley s. 
Htill further proof may be found to 
show that these people are not stunted 
by any hereditary influence, for it has 
been shown that children born here, 
but who m igrate and grow up else­ 
where, are normal in 
height, w hile 
those born elsewhere, but who aro sub­ 
ject to this environment during the 
growing period of y outh, are propor­ 
tionately dwarfed. — Popular Science 
Monthly

On the currency question the clear- 
cut, concise aud pointed recommenda­ 
tions are received with marked favor. 
The President recommends, in brief, 
that so soon as the revenues of the gov­ 
ernment equal the ex penditures a new 
sy stem be adopted by which ail United 
States notes which are redeemed in 
gold shall be set aside as a separate 
fund and not reissued ex cept for gold. 
T iis process would break the so-called 
“ endless chain” by which the gold has 
been on former occasions pumped out 
of the treasury . 
The greenbacks are 
upon their face redeemable in gold up­ 
on presentation, while the declaration 
o* congress that the policy of the gov­ 
ernment is to maintain all its currency 
at par with gold has been looked upon 
as indirectly at least bringing the notes 
issued under the so-called Sherman act 
within that category . 
The law as it 
now stands requires that greenbacks, 
when redeemed in gold, shall be re-is- 
sut d by the government in current bus­ 
iness transactions, and this of course 
makes it pra ctica ble to use them again 
for dra wing more g o ld out of the treas­ 
ury ; thus they become what is popu­ 
la rly kno wn as the endless cha in for 
the 
constant 
withdra wa ls of gold. 
Should the 
President's reco mmenda ­ 
tion be adopted, those notes which are 
redeemed in 
g o ld would not be reis­ 
sued, and thus the opportunity for con­ 
tinued withdrawals of gold would soon 
c 3ase. 
The criticism which is made by those 
desiring to criticise this prosecution 
is that it would result in a contraction 
of the currency , because those notes 
thus redeemed and retained in the 
Treasury would not again go into cir­ 
culation, and thus the circulating med­ 
ium of the country be practically ro- 
dueed to jthat ex tent. 
This objec­ 
tion is met, 
however, by a furth­ 
er recommendation by the President 
that the national banks be permitted 
to issue currency up to the par value of 
the bonds deposited as security for their 
circulation instead of 90 per cent, of 
their face value as at present: also that 
the Government tax upon 
national 
bank circulation be reduced to one- 
half of one per cent, instead of one per 
cent, as it is at present. 
It is believed 
that this, if adopted, would lead the 
national banks toiincrease their cur­ 
rency to a greater ex tent that the re­ 
duction in currency which might come 
from this retention of the United States 
notes redeemed in gold. 
The national 
banks at present utilize as a basis for 
their currency less than one-half of the 
Government 
bonds outstanding. 
It 
would thus,dn case of an increased de­ 
mand for currency , be practicable for 
them to increase very materially the 
amount of their currency . 
Up to this 
time they have utilized only a small 
portion of the bonds available for that 
purpose, because of the fact that there 
is not sufficient prolit in the issuance 
of their notes to warrant such action, 
and if the President’s recommendations 
are carried out, and they are premitted 
to issue notes up to the par 
value of 
the bocds, and the tax upon their cur­ 
rency is reduced, it is believed that jit 
will certainly add to the currency of 
the country more than any reduction 
which would follow the retention in 
the Treasury of the United States notes 
redeemed in gold. 
The 
President 
also 
recommends 
that the banks themselves be required 
to redeem their own notes in gold. 
Thus, by the gradual retirement of 
those obligations of the government 
upon which gold can constantly be de­ 
manded and making the obligations of 
the banks pay able by those banks in 
gold, the foundation is laid for a grad­ 
ual transfer to the banks of the burden 
of supply ing the gold demanded by the 
country . 
This general 
proposition, 
which lay s the foundation for a final 
retirement of the gold demand obliga­ 
tions and transfer of this burden to the 
banks, as is the case in other parts of 
the world, is looked upon as a simple, 
plain and easy beginning of a sy stem 
which will gradually and finally bring 
the desired result, and do so in a way 
which will not disturb business condi­ 
tions or require radical action in the 
way of an increase in the interest- 
bearing obligations of the government. 
This view of the President s proposi­ 
tion renders it generally acceptable, 
and results in favorable comment from 
not only members of his own party , but 
a large element of those composing the 
opposition parties. 
In some minor points we do not agree 
with the President, but the general 
plan he proposes is sound and practi­ 
cable.

Kight ideas suffer more from wrong 
presentation than they do from active 
opposition. Given a man who is unwill­ 
ing to bo convinced and y ou have less 
of an opponent in him than y ou have 
in y ourself in y our careless method of 
approaching him. In fact, it sometimes 
seems as though many good people hold 
to most ex cellent ideas, more to g rati­ 
fy their sense of pride at having ideas 
at all* than to persude others less en­ 
lightened. At any rate there are many 
who approach their fellows in such 
harsh, unsy mpathetic way s that they 
repel rather than win them. 
The im 
pression a subject makes depends on 
the way it is presented: which is true, 
whether the one who is striving to 
make a point is a moiai teacher or 
a n 
irate bull. 
Parley ing is difficult when 
y our victim is rupning away from y ou 
a s fast as his legs will carry him. 
It is told of Benjamin Franklin that 
he ascribed his ex traordinary powers 
of persuation to the fact that his man­ 
ner alway s showed respect for 
the 
opinions of others. 
Having secured 
his listener, he would gradually lead 
up to the telling points by say ing, 
“ Don’t y ou think?” rather than “ I 
think.” 
He thus won by leading his 
opponent’s judgment onward to the 
point of convincing itself. 
Whutever 
truth there is in this—and I imagine 
there be a great deal—it is worthy of 
even more than partial imitation 
by 
every one who attempts to mould the 
thoughts of others. 
But the deference 
we show to the opinions of others must 
be really sincere—and there is no rea 
son why it should not be, for not one of 
us absorbs in one small brain all vast 
truth—or we shall fail to convince: for 
the snare is set in vain in the sight of 
any bird, aud the pit along a line of 
argument is never to be digged in the 
sight of the victim. 
Approach a man in a way that be­ 
tokens a belief in y our own superiority : 
or with a manner that seems patroniz­ 
ing, and he is almost sure to resent it. 
You have for the moment forgotten the 
veneration that was due to his individ­ 
uality . 
W ith both of y ou the whole 
universe is centered upon the spot of 
ground that each occupies and neither 
rnuBt forget the other's view. 
Respect 
the thought of others; believe in ad­ 
vance that every man has ideas—or 
thinks he has, which comes to the same 
thing—and y ou will lind y ourself stead­ 
ily moving toward the winning of him, 
if be is less firm in his thoughts and 
facts and logic than y ou. 
It is true in­ 
deed that a successful attack on some 
one else’s thought is not brought about 
merely by force of thought—for force is 
too often met with force—but by care­ 
ful preparation beforehand suited to 
the person attacked, much as a general 
disposes of his troops differently at ev­ 
ery separate fort assaulted. 
This abil­ 
ity to reinforce strength with wki 11 
is one of the secrets of power among 
leaders of men. 
I remember reading somewhere of a 
misguided enthusiast who looked over 
a fence and hailed a y oung follow in 
such an alarming tone of voice that the 
y outh incontinently lied. 
W hat did 
the stranger then do but jump the 
fence and set off in pursuit! 
After a 
long chase he winded his frightened 
fugitive, and t hen yaw hi m a t ract , 
with 
some religious advice between breaths. 
History does not record the eff ect; pre­ 
sumably is is better imagined than de­ 
scribed; but it is to be hoped that the 
recording angel used fitting lenienc}. 
Such a well-intentioned one—is he not 
common apart altogether from tracts' 
—Such a one needs to follow the Con- 
fucian advice which suggest« that “ In 
archery we have something like the 
way of the superior man. 
When the 
archer misses the center of the target 
he turns around and seeks for the 
cause of his failure in himself.’ 
In matters of religion and of politics 
is it especially true that many of us do 
more harm than good by arguing and 
persuading. 
In the first place we often 
forget that our opponent, however, mis­ 
taken he may appear to us, has in all 
probability fully justified in himself 
his own line of action or belief. 
This 
is true in relation to the fanatical fol­ 
lowers of the oddest vagaries, as well 
as 
to 
devout 
believers 
in 
relig­ 
ion. pure and undefiled. But forgetful­ 
ness of this fact produces hates and 
distrustB and cruelties and miseries 
immeasurable. In a prolonged walking 
tour in Virginia I came across a pecu­ 
liar sect on Chincoteaque Island Their 
membership was less than a hundred, 
y et they felt that they alone of all the 
my riads on earth would get to Heaven. 
Strange as it may sound, they were 
quite sincere in their interpretation of 
the Bible, both on this point and an­ 
other, to the effect that ail marriages 
and all offspring, prior to the “sancti­ 
fication” of the parents, were illegitif 
mate. 
I often recall this ex perience to 
guard my self against narrowness of 
view, and for my reader's sakes 1 men­ 
tion it here also. 
And these poor [>eople will serve to 
point another moral, to the effect that 
abuse is not argument, for they were 
driven from their homes with shot-guns 
and still cling de-perately to their be* 
liefs down in the swamps of the Caro­ 
lina» . 
Abuse by tongue may not heal 


resentments;» rankling sores bleed on 
unceasingly when the huniau mind 
sloops to abuse. 
Finally , know what y ou know, and 
know it thoroughly , 
Know what y ou 
do not know and hold y our tongue 
thereon while y ou open y our mind, and 
furthermore choose silence rather than 
speech, the living of truth rather than 
the proclaiming of it, the attitude of 
learning rather than the pose of pro­ 
phet.

Fo rty years ago nearly 600 w haling ves­ 
sels sailed fro m N ew Bedfo rd, Mass., 
and returned w ith o il and whalebo ne 
wo rth nearly $ 7,000,000 
Whale o il 
then so ld fo r $ 2.75 a gallo n and whale­ 
bo ne was wo rth $ 0 a po und 
No w that 
the w haling gro unds have been denuded 
o f their riches, the do cks o f N ew Bed­ 
fo rd are alm o st deserted o f whalers, fo r 
few fishermen are hardy eno ugh to ven­ 
ture into antarctic waters, where 
the 
remnants o f fo rmerly vast scho o ls o f 
whales fled fo r security 
The w haling industry is o ne o f the 
o ldest m America 
It was established 
m 1765 
It reached its mo st pro fitable 
perio d 96 years later Since 1800 it has 
been decreasing in impo rtance and pro fit 
To day it adds very little to the wealth 
o f New' Bedfo rd 
A writer in The F ishing G azette says 
"One W illiam H am ilto n was the first 
perso n who killed whales o n the New 
England co ast Ho w as bo rn in Sco tland 
in 1043 and, co rning to this co untry m 
the early part o t his life, to o k up his 
residence at Cape Co d, where fie was 
persecuted by the inhabitants to r killing

The 
to tal value o f the who le pro duct o f the 
whales bro ught into New Bedfo rd dur 
mg the 52 years fo r which a reco rd has 
been kept is mo re than $ 145,000,000 
“ The average ship, carrying a crew 
o f 80 hands, used to co st abo ut $ 86,000 
The ships were o wned by co mpanies, 
w hich supplied pro visio ns and clo thing 
and all the necessaries o t the vo yage 
and advanced certain sums o t mo ney fo r 
tne captain and his crew to leave fo r 
the suppo rt o t their fam ilies w hile they 
were away 
No wages were paid to 
either the o fficers o r the sailo rs, but 
each had his share m t he pro ceeds o t 
the vo yage, and the balance was divided 
am o ng the sto ckho lders when they re 
turned 
The captains and mates were 
hardy New Englanders, but the crews 
were mo stly Po rtuguese fro m the Cana 
ry, Madeira and Azo re islands.

They ob ­ 
ject to a b a n d on m e n t of the traditional 
policy of this governm ent, which they 
claim has ever b een opposed to a colonial 
system, and therefore to the acq uirem en t 
of territory lying b eyond the m a in la n d of 
our continent. 
The friends of annexation answ er to this 
tha t the tim e has com e for the U nited 
States to b roaden out a little; tha t w hile 
we are not going extensively into the land 
grab b ing b usiness so zealously carried on 
b y E uropean nations, w hile wo are not 
“ land hun gr y ,” it would b e foolish to re ­ 
ject such a valuab le acq uisition w hen it is 
ottered to us. 
.11 rea dy A ineriea ni/ed. 
Of course there are a thousand opinions 
as to the advisab ility of tak in g in a c oun ­ 
try the m ajority of whose in ha b ita n ts are 
not of our own b lood. 
Hut every one who 
visits Hawaii returns w ith a distinct Im ­ 
pression that helm * not b een outside our 
own country. 
Except in the m a tte r of 
clim ate lie could while there all the tim e 
easily im agine him self in the southern 
states. 
The custom s of the people, their 
style of dress, the architecture of their 
houses, everything pertain in g to their 
com m ercial and social life is b orrowed 
from the United States. 
This is seen to b e true b y the character 
of tho four H aw aiians who are here to op­ 
pose annexation. 
T hough some of them 
are natives of m ore or less pure b lood, 
their conversation an d m an n ers are those 
of A m erican citizens. 
They are in telli­ 
gent, shrewd men, and if any one can see 
why they would not m ake good citizens 
of this land he has keener perceptions than 
most of tho congressm en with whom they 
have talked. 
The lla wa iiHii Delega tes. 
These H aw aiian delegates are guests a t 
the hotel in this city where the form er 
queen, Idliuokalani, stops. Every day they 
gather round the stocky figure of their 
form er sovereign, seem ingly glad to pay 
her homage. T hough she docs n ot answ er 
very closely to the average A m erican con ­ 
cept ion of a q ueenly person, these llavvai- 
ians look up to her w ith sincere reverence. 
It is a strik in g exam ple of tho truth of the 
old adage tha t once a queen always a 
q ueen to some a t least of t he sub jects. 
The H aw aiian delegates say w ith evident 
candor tha t it would b e the happiest day 
of their lives if they could get their old 
q ueen hack on the throne. 
Some of t he natives in H aw aii are rich 
men. There is one dow n there, P ark er b y 
nam e, who is said to b e w orth $10,(100,000 
or $12.000,000. 
He m ade it io the sugar 
b usiness. 
He opposes annexation. 
A s a 
rule the natives w ho have acquire,fl prop 
crty are for union w ith the United States, 
b eeauso they w a n t to enjoy the security 
and law and order w hich a strong govern­ 
m ent will give them . 
Congressm an law 
ney, who has recently returned from a 
visit to Hawaii, says the most earnest op 
poncnts of annexation am ong tie« natives 
are <he w om en, w ho fear for their social 
status 
If the w hite go ve r n m e n t d o m i ­ 
nates forever, they may fail to the unde 
sirahle social level of b eing regarded a,- 
negresses, while if they can get their queen 
b ack again they w ill b e looked upon as the 
Iirst ladies of the land. 
Hut it is not like 
ly the social aspirations of the women of 
Hawaii are going to have m uch weight 
w ith congress.
